Many of you know what an important 
part the b ugle plays in m ilitary opera» 
tions on shon— how it ass« mb les vast 
b odies of men, deploys them for b attle, 
regulates their fire 
and 
sounds the 
charge, which even dumb animals un­ 
derstand and ob ey, in a dcsi**rate ru.sli 
for victory The voice of the commander 
gives the order. 
Hut since his voice can 
reach only those near him the b ugle 
ta kes it up and carries it in piercing 
notes to the m ost distant ear. 
So, too, on b oard of a man-of-war the 
b ugle is used to m a ke an or der pene­ 
trate th« * uttermost parts of the ship, 
from deck to hold, from stem to stern 
and from quarter deck to masthead. 
From morning till night it is calling 
officers and men to routine duties, and 
m b attle it is directing nearly their ev­ 
ery movement and inspiring them to 
their utmost endeavor, says Lieutenant 
John M. Ellieott in an article in .St. 
Nicholas describ ing “ W hat the Bugle 
Tells on a Warship. “ 
At the time assigned in the morning 
orders the officer of the deck gives his 
fir-t routine order: “ Sound the reveille! 
Call all hands!” At once t h e r e ring out 
m the hitherto silent ship merry b ugle 
notes known to almost all of us 
To 
them have b een fitted the words: 
F run’t jiet ’em up; 
I can't ie t 'em up;
